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Prostitute murdered, body 


left to decay on sid

Columbus police are looking for a 
suspect who brutally murdered an East 
Side woman and left her body on a 
sidewalk : 

The body of Tariena K. Glenn, 31, 
whose lagt known address was 821 
Seymour Ave:, was discovered by a pas- 
serby around 9:54 a.m. on July 9. Glenn, 
who was shot in the head, was lying on 
a sidewalk on Fulton Street, west of Lin- 
wood Avenue. 

Police have not yet determined a mo- 
tive for the crime and are pursuing no 
particular suspect. Homicide detective 
Jim McCoskey said Glenn's murder may 
have been linked to prostitution 

“There is some speculation. that she 
was a prostitute," said McCoskey, ."! 
believe she had one arrest for prostitu- 
tion." 

Police: officials and area residents 
believe Glenn may have been killed by 
someone she was attempting to solicit for 
sex. It is,alsp believed that Glenn's as- 
sailant may have been a customer who 
was unwilling to pay for sexual services 
she rendered

McCoskey said that Glenn did not 
bleed to death, that.she was probably 
killed instantly by the at-close-range gun- 
shot to the head 

“The gunshot is definitely what killed 
her," said McCoskey, 

~ It has not. been determined. hew long 
Glenn's body was lying out on the 
sidewalk. |t is believed the murder hap- 
pened shortly before dawn. McCoskey 
said it was fortunate that police were able 
to remove the body from the area before 
any children saw the corpse or a crowd 
formed at the scene 

The person who notified police of the 
body's whereabouts has not been linked 
with the crime. McCoskey said the per- 
son was just someone who happened to 
be walking down Fulton and discovered 
the body lying there 

"The light of morning revealed the 
body laying out there," he said 

McCoskey said it is not uncommon for 
victims of violent crimes to be left to die 
outside by their assailants: 

“It's happened before, no doubt,” said 
McCoskey. 

Glenn is the 54th homicide victim of 
1993. 


Security guard kill d by youth 
Teen confronted for line

A mild-mannered security guard was 
shot twice in the chest when he con- 
fronted a teenaged troublemaker who 
began line jumping at Church's Chicken, 
1520 E. Main St., on Saturday, July 10, 
about 3:11 a.m 

Robert L. Fleming, Jr., became in- 
volved in an argument and a small fight 
with an unruly 19-year-old, He was shot

"The guy stepped in front of Fleming," 
stated Detective John Cummings of the 
Columbus Police Department. "They 
started arguing and! got the impression 
that the assailant stepped out of the store 
and came back to shoot Fleming.” 

The assailant, Umeko Cross, of 335 
S. Champion Ave., was tracked down 
while fleeing the scene and was iden- 
tified by witnesses, police said. He was

A woman who moved from Cleveland 
to-Hilliardiast year says she and her son 
were racially harassed by the police and 
neighbors while living there 

Anita Spann recounted several inci- 
dents in which she claims she_and her 
son, Benny, were victimized by Hilliard 
bigots 

Spann-said_a 32-year-old white man 
who lived down the street beat her son 
up in September of last yeas. She stated 
that the man was "kicking, choking and 
slapping" the 13-year-old around

Spann said she r to the 
neighbor's house and ed for him to 
leave Benny alone but he continued to 
beat the boy. 

Under panic, Spann said she pulled a 
toy water gun (that resembled areal gun) 
out of her pocket and asked the man to 
leave Benny alone again. The man then 
Stopped” beating the boy When Benny 
got up to leave, the man began to chase 
him and Benny threw a brick that missed 
the man but hit his car, breaking one of

Spann said four Hilliard police 
cars pulled up in front of her house 
shottly after the beating 

The police rushed into my 
house with their guns out and 
threw me against a wall and told 
me {hat | was going to jail. | told 
therh that my son was bealen and 
they screamed that they didn't care 
because I-had a gun and my son 
busted that man's: car. window," 
said Spann 

The Hilliard police filed criminal 
charges-against Spann. and her 
son. When she went to court 
Spann said the judge told her the 
charges against her would be 
dropped if-she would in turn drop 
the charges she had:against-the 
man who allegedly beat her son 
up. The judge also said Benny

would have no criminal record if he 
paid the neighbor back for the cost 
of the damages to his car window. 

Spann agreed to the deal the 
judge offered. Under the deal, 
Benny has to. do several hours of 
community service ‘at an area 
YMCA to earn the $240 in 
damages to the car window. 

After Spann dropped the char- 
ges against the neighbor who beat 
her son up, she claims other white 
neighbors and the police began to 
harass her again, Spann said one 
woman taped racist Ku Klux Klan 
messages to her front door and 
boys who had pretended to be 
Benny's friends beat him up and 
threw him out of a moving car. 
nearly breaking his neck 

According to Spann, thé Hilliard 
police never investigated any of 
the racial incidents she reported to 
them 

“Kids started beating my son up 
and saying they could because the 
police dont help niggers,” said 
Spann 


and staying power, serving as a 
beacon of light to attract other 
groups to invest in the life of the 
community," said Pullen.

The racism Spann says she en- 
countered while living in Hilliard 
has left her totally disoriented, She 
plans to move back to Cleveland 
as soon as possible. 

"It's pitiful for Blacks here in 
Columbus," said Spann, "If you 
speak up, it seems like they try to 
get something did to you where 
you'll shut up." 

Spann has taken her story to the 
Ohid Civil Rights Commission, Six 
On Your Side, and the American 
Civil Liberties Union, She says’she 
Won't have any peace of mind untit 
she and her son receivesome kind 
ot justice for what’ happened to 
them in Hilliard, charging, "We 
were robbed of our civil rights out 
there."

Peggy Penn, a Columbus resi- 
dent, went to the event on Friday 
night, not necessarily to buy any. 
thing but to seé how the event was 
set up and how it had grown. "| 
wanted to see if people from the 
non-minority community were in- 
terested in it,” she said. While she 
didn't see anything she wanted to 
buy, Penn saw people she had not 
seen in quite a while and said she 
heard that others were there whom 
she did not get to see 

Saturday at Comin’ Home is the 
most important day of the event 
People from miles around con- 
gregate normally from Mt. Vernon 
Ave. and 20th St. to just past the 
Martin Luther King Arts Complex 
They stroll, greet, eat, dance 
reminisce, and hang loose 

‘It creates the opportunity for 
people to be themselves," said 
Odella Welch, this year's honorary 
co-chair, “People don't have to 
worry about yelling across the 
street, wondering if the colors they 
are wearing are offensive to other 
people, or restraining themselves 
from dancing when they feel like it’ 

Still, there are some who think 
the only way for the event to have 
the kind of credibility that will attract 
corporate sponsorships, it must be 
moved downtown. Welch could not 
disagree more. “This [event] 
should be owned by the community 
and if it is developed properly, the 
general community will come to it" 
she said 

Inthe six years of Comin’ Home 
with the congregation of more than 
100,000 African Americans each 


a 


year, there have been practically 
no incidents of violence, crime, or 
any of “that negative stuff" the 
generalcommunity associates with 
the black community 

“It disproves the notion that 
when we [African Americans] come 
together, there is bound to be 
violence," Welch said, "The com- 
munity needs to come together and 
be visible doing it, Comin’ Home 
does that for us," 

Laurence Auls, one of the co- 
founders of the event, felt that the 
crowds came out with greater in- 
tensity after the rain because it was 
then ten degrees cooler than 
before the rain , 

“Actually, Friday night this year 
was like Saturday night last year," 
Auls said. "After the [Electric 
Slide’] line dance on Friday night, 
the crowd just kept building. This 
year we blocked off a couple of 
blocks east and west to handle the 
crowd better this yéar." The Electric 
Slide dance has captured a record 
in the Guiness Book of World 
Records 

Auls relates how the city of 
Columbus used to be segregated 
and that blacks generally lived in 
the area whose center is Mt, Ver- 
non Ave. Long-time resident of 
Columbus remember Mt. Vernon 
Ave. as "the heart of the black com 
munity.” Parades were held there 
and there was a thriving business 
district along the avenue before 
desegregation 

The Comin’ Home event brings 
Atrican Americans together by 
choice rather than because legal 
and social constraints, planners 
say. "People feel secure," said 
Auls. “Comin' Home provides an 
opportunity to come together for a 
sense of belonging." 


“For the first one [in 1986), we 
were happy if 2,000: or 3,000 
people came out. But each year the 
event-has gotten bigger and bigger 
because it has deeper meaning for 
people than we ever anticipated," 
Auls said 

Most the funds to support 
Comin*Home have come from ven- 
dor booth rentals. An audit is to be 
conducted within 30 days of this 
year's event to determine just how 
much money has been raised and 
to determine the official financial 
status for the event 

This year, the Comin’ Home, 
Community Foundation, which ™ 
oversees the event, received one 
donation from a financial institution 
and had booth rental from two 
others, according to Auls. 

Welch and Auls are optimistic 
that all outstanding debts--around 
$6,000--can be cleared up relative 
ly soon, Auls attributes any finan 
cial problems associated with the 
event to “growth pains". He also 
indicated that he made personal 
loans to the organization last year 
so that it could try to meet all its 
obligations, many of which were 
unanticipated 

Items being considered for next 
year's event include greater selec 
tiveness in choosing vendors so 
that there won't be so much 
duplication of product lines 
stronger promotion of each event 
associated with the weekend of ac- 
tivities, and ways to get the com- 
munity to support Comin’ Home 

"If we could get every family to 
contribute $1 to the support of 

“Comin’ Home, we can support the 
event ourselves. If we can manage 
to support it ourselves, we make a 
stronger case when we go to others 
to ask for their assistance," Welch 
said

women’s heritage 


CHICAGO, IL--Alpha Kappa 
Alpha (AKA) wiltcontinueitsrole as 
a-conservator of Black women's 
heritage when it released two new 
publications in its heritage series 
and promotes a Black women's en- 
cyclopedia July 23 in Atlanta 

Black women in the judiciary and 
Black women im medicine are the 
focus for the latest entries in the 
series which began 25-years-ago 
as a means of making resource 
materials on Black women avail- 
able and accessible to the general 
public 

Among the jurists featured are 
Judges Amalya L. Kearse, United 
States Court of Appeals for Second 
Circuit: Bernice B. Donald, the first 
Black US; Bankruptcy Judge; and 
Leah Sears-Collins, the first Black 
to serve on the Georgia Supreme 
Court : 

Physicians include: Doctors 
Vivian W, Pinn, the first permanent 
director of the Office of Research 
on Women's Health at the National 
Institute of Health; Deborah Hyde- 


Jackson, one of the only two Black 
femate brain surgeons inthe U;S:;

epidemiologist in the nation. 

AKA international president Dr. 
Mary, Shy Scott of Atlanta said the 
publications are designed "to docu- 
ment Black women's history, while 
simultaneously exposing the falsity 
of the negative stereotypical im- 
ages most prominently portrayed in 
print." ‘ 

‘Archival information on Black 
women is still limited and the void 
will continue to exist until the writers 
of history begin to. view Black 
women as relevant and important 
enough to merit mainstreaming 
Until that time, Alpha Kappa Alpha 
will continue to add to the sources 
so thal individuals interested in 
presenting realistic portrayals of 
Black women will have evidence 
from which they can draw," Dr 
Scott said 

As another means of adding to 
the sources, AKA will be encourag

charged with one count of murder 

Fleming, 29, of 1753 E. 25th 
Ave., was known as a mild-man- 
nered man who was always con- 
cerned about the warfare of others, 
said a close friend and co-worker, 
who wanted to. be known only as 
Debbie 

"He would always give people 
money to help them pay for items," 
Debbie said of Fleming, who was 
the security guard at the 21 N. Nel- 
son Road Rite Aide Pharmacy, "He 
was a good guy and he would Iry to 
make peace with everyone. He was. 
always cheertul." 

Fleming was not in uniform at 
the time of the shooting 

Fleming's supervisor, who can- 
not reveal his narré for security 
reasons said, “Fleming will be 
missed. It was a shock. He was a 


good worker and I'm sure he'll be 
missed by more persons than me 

‘I'm holding up the best | can, 
said Fleming's wife, Konni, "I'm 
taking it as well as anyone else 
would, The children (aged 11, 10 
nine and six) don't understand 
They don't really know what (dead) 
means.‘ 

Mrs. Fleming said she continues 
to go over the scene in her mind, To 
Mr, Fleming, she said, it was just 
the principle of the situation, but 
she still can't understand why 
anyone would kill over a space in 
line 

"| can't say what went on be- 
cause | wasn't there," said Mrs 
Fleming, “All| can go by is what the 
police told me. (Robert) tried to tell 
the guy to tell him he had to wait his 
turn, The guy pulled out a 38 
(caliber revolver) and shot him 
twice

According to Songe. many who 
attended the workshop were im- 
pressed with the service offered by 
Careers |n Progress. Inc. She said

Racism in Baseball 


Tes evening, baseball fans and others around 
the nation paused for the annual All-Star Game. 
While players, owners and fans reveled inside 
their new playground in Baltimore's Camden yards, The 
Rev, Jesse L. Jackson's National Rainbow Coalition pick- 
eted outside, and for good reason. 


* The Rainbow Coalition protest was billed as being 
about more than the discrimination that pervades major 
league baseball, but:also discrimination in the sports 
industry and the manner in which the Reagan and Bush 
Administrations presided over the dismantling and end 
to meaningful enforcement of civil rights and affirmative 
action laws i. 

Major league baseball is but one of several in- 
dustries that have-escaped Justice Department 


Moving on Civil Rights 


iwo recent decisions by the U.S. Supreme Court 
demonstrate that this body, reflecting the turn- 
back-the-clock racial sentiments of the past 
twelve years, is unwilling to speak honéstly and fairly on 


behalf of the interests of minority citizens. 


That failure of the court highlights the urgency we 
feel for President Clinton to appoint a serious, credible 
candidate as assistant attorney -general-for-the -civil 
rights division fo replace thebotched nomination of 
Professor Lani Guinier 

The two 5-4 rulings were on different aspects of civil 
rights law -- employment and the Voting Rights Act. But 
they shared a.common theme: the curtailing of the 
protections’ of law for minorities in America, whether 
from the devices of those who would destroy employ- 
ment opportunity or from the political forces which 
would seek to diminish Black political empowerment. 

We have already editorialized on the folly of the 
Voting Rights case. in Shaw v. Reno, the court -- 
willingly blinding its eyes to North Carolina's history ot 
denial of the rights of African-Americans -- chose to 
undermine the ability of advocates for minorities to use 
the Voting Rights Act to -ereate districts which 
strengthen minority electoral power. 

Just a week before, in an employment case, the 
court held -- in a 5-4 vote -- that individuals seeking to 
prove that their employer had discriminated against 
them could not win their case even if they proved that 
the employer lied about the reasons for his actions 

As Justice Robert Souter complained, the Supreme 
Court, in this decision, overturned a settled history, 
developed over 20 years, of how it would view dis- 
crimination complaints. And, it has made it extremely 
difficult for those who have been victims of discrimina- 
tion to effectively prove their cases. 

What is devastating to us about the present environ- 
ment is not only the court's continuing hostility to the 
claims of minorities; it is the administration's seeming 
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scrutiny in recent years. That is why the Rainbow 
demonstration was both timely and warranted. Despite 
a large population of Black and other minorities as 
players, there are no Blacks in meaningful front office 
positions. 

There are no Black owners, (minority or otherwise), 
team presidents, play by play announcers or directors 
of personnel, Also, no blacks are being considered for 
commissioner either. 

Certainly, the Black players should do more to place 
pressure on the owners to correct the situation, Then 
again, they are probably too busy collecting their much 
inflated salaries to care. That leaves it up to the fans 
to make ther voces heard Then again, maybe the 
deafening silence of absent fans will have a louder 
impact 


unwillingness to place this issue on the nation's front 
burner, 

itis clear that President Clinton, heeding the advice 
of his “centrist friends, is seeking to eliminate debate 
on one of the most critical issues facing this nation -- 
how it will deal-with the ugly burden. of race which is 
continuing to leave a scar in the hearts and minds of 
many Americans. 

It was disturbing when the president allowed 
Guinier's reasonable and appropriate views on ways to 
create racial equity in this nation to be savaged by her 
enemies -- enemies who have never demonstrated any 
support for any measures designed to bring equity to 
the political arena 

It was equally disturbing when he finally dumped her 
without even giving her the opportunity to stand up for 
what she believed. 

Now, it is shameful that the president has failed to 
come forth with another nominee to replace Guinier, 
and has noteven demonstrated any commitment to fill 
the position swiftly, 

lt is clear that the U.S. Supreme Court will continue 
its retrograde view of civil rights, with an apparently- 
solid five-vote majority of the court willing to consistent 
ly rule against the injerests of minorities on a wide 
number of fronts. With, for the first time in 12 years, a 


‘ president'in the White House who claims to have a 


concem and a commitment to civil rights, there is a 
need to bring into the administration someone of 
credibility, character, credentials and commitment to 
promote legal strategies to protect the rights of 
minorities 

It has been said that many of the major civil rights 
leaders have been withholding support for any can- 
didate for this post in the wake of the Guinier fiasco. 
However, we believe itis essential for President Clinton 
to restore the credibility of his own commitment in this 
area by making the appointment of a civil rights chief 
of paramount importance 


Death at an early age 


recent study by the National Center for Health 
Statistics has confirmed what Americans have 

ways known: that poverty and Black skin in our 

society are tickets to an early grave. What is worse, the 
study found that the gap between rich and poor, as well 
as Black and white, is worsening rather than improving. 


Overall, the study found, those who have incomes 
below $9000 -- roughly the federal minimum wage for 
one person -- had death rates three times that for those 
with family incomes above $25,000 in 1986, the last 
year for which data was available. That inequality is 
more than double today what It was in 1960 

The inequality between Blacks and whites has been 
rising as well over the past decade. At the same time, 
résearchers noted, class inequalities Have been risifig 
ab well - 

There are many factors which may gontribute to that 
inequality, the National Center for Health Statistics 
said. It is possible that upper-income families are 
practicing healthier lifestyles, including changes in diet 
and the reduction of smoking 
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three inner-city hospitals from its network of 

providers is a disturbing decision standing alone. 
However, when we consider the potential impact of this 
and other decisions of this type on the future of 
Columbus’ inner-city hospitals, we believe it indicates a 
dangerous trend that could devastate inner-city neigh- 
borhoods and reduce health care for their residents.

But this admission only causes us larger questions 
is the decision by PHP Benefit Systems to reduce the 
provider network for private-pay patients but not for 
medicaid patients the signal for the creation of what 
amounts to a two-tiered system of medical care? 


‘Wrong on hospitals — 


One of the key factors could be a tragic increase in 
the rate of death by violence - an increase which has 
been seen in all communities, but has been particularly 
acute in the Black community: Today, the largest cause 
of death for young Black menis homicide, and the rising 
tide of such death -- often directly related to the illegal 
drug traffic -- is dragging down life expectancy for all 
Blacks. 

lt Is also possible that there Is a link between the 
rising cost of health care, and its diminished acces- 
sibility and availability, and the growing inequalities 
With an estimated 37 million Americans unable to get 
health insurance, many are unable to afford the kind of 
preventive health care which can identify serious health 
problems before they become deadly. 

inthe battle over which configuration that President 
Clinton's health care plan eventually takes, one thing 
cannot be forgotten: the effective provision of health 
care is, for_millions of Americans, the difference be- 
tween life and death. And right now, t6o0 many poor 
Americans, Black and white, are suffering death at an 
early age 
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Anothef question we have is whether there was a 
consideration of the.potential impact of this decision on 
the Black doctors in the network. According to Porter- 
field, 75 percent of the PHP physicians have privileges 
in the other hospitals in the network. However, it is 
unclear what percentage of the Black physicians who 
participate in PHP are among that 75 percent. Park 
Medical Center, Which was previously St, Anthony 
Medical Center, has a large number of Black 
physicians, Itis unclear how many of those physicians 
will effectively jose their ability to admit patients for 
whom PHP will reimburse the hospital 

It is clear that such decisions are currently within the 
purview of private corporations. At the same time, 
private companies should consider the impact of their 
decisions on all the neighborhoods and individuals they 
serve, 

State Representative Otto Beatty of Columbus is 
seeking an investigation of this matter by the Ohio 
Department of Insurance. He has raised the legitimate 
concern that only the Department of Insurance, which 
has the responsibility to regulate the HMOs, is the 
proper forum at which some of these issues can be 
addressed, We support Rep. Beatty, 

We believe that PHP Benefit Systems has a respon- 
sibility to those inner-city neighborhoods and 
physicians who will be affected by this move 


The nation’s $800 billion health 
care industry, which some view as 
being lumbering and bloated, is ex- 
pected to go on some sort of diet i 
the panel led by first lady Hillary Clin- 
ton has anything to say about it. The 
Clinton administration has been 
floating plans for a major health care 
reorganization which would dramati- 
cally restructure how health care is 
paid for in the United States, while (it" 
is hoped) improve the access'to care 
for those needing it 

Under some versions of the administration's plan -- 
which, to date, has not been completed -- health care 
would be provided {o the nation’s citizens by huge 
"managed care" plans, which would effectively double 
as health care providers and financers. The best 
model for such plans today Would be the nation's 
Health Maintenance Organizations (HMOs) or pre- 
paid health plans (PHPs), which are designed to 
promote cost savings by emphasizing preventive 
health care, managing the cost of each individual's 
care more aggressively, and promoting competition 
among hospitals to reduce costs within the hospital 
setting, 

However, in the battle over how health.care would 
ultimately be financed, there is one perspective which, 
sadly, is rarely heard: that of minorities and those in the 
inner city who are often the most directly impacted by 
the health care system. in many cases, decisions 
regarding accessibility and availability of health care -- 
and even which physicians and other practitioners will 
be providing care -- are made by folks who may not 
always have the Black community's interests and con- 
cerns in mind 

in Columbus, a battle.over the decision by PHP 
Benefit Systems to eliminate three inner-city hospitals 
from its network of hospitals available to PHP members 
illuminated the dangers of what could happen under a 
managed-care system unless strong safeguards are 
put in place 

PHP said that its decision was made on the basis 
of economics: "the need to gain hospital cost savings 
by narrowing the network," according to remarks at- 
tributed to H. William Porterfield, president and, chief 
executive officer of PHP. 

But to Beatty, the issue is much different. By refus- 
ing reimbursement for Park, Columbus Community, 
and Ohio State University Hospitals, Beatty said, the 
Minnesota-based corporation “has decided that 
everyone in the near South Side and the far South Side

“ares oF urbanaunrestand trouble to ask:"whatisstthat 
you people’want, now?" 

if you go by the media, and white people's “ready 
reference lists," then you'd conclude that Coretta Scott 
King, Jésse Jackson, Vernon Jordan, the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus, black mayors, the NAACP and 
Urban League were al the top of the list among “most 
influential" people and groups in Black America? But, 
if you go by merit and achievement, you'd probably 
conclude that the people with the most influence in 
American for blacks, are those people associated with 


business and are building Black Corporate America. 
While Ms, King carries the banner of weeping widow 
well. she has not been known for bringing blacks back 
big slices of bacon. Rev. Jacksonis at the front of every 
march against every injustice of civil rights violation in 
the world, but resorts to “keeping hope alive" rhetoric 
when it comes to helping any other person, or group, 
make gains toward increased finances. Vernon Jordan 
may the best one from white people's "ready reference 
list’ for making an impact on the overall black bottom 
line. With positions on Boards of Directors of many 
multi-national corporations, Jordan helps to create op- 
portunities for blacks toward thousands of jobs and 
training positions and supplier contracts. From his 
corporate seat Jordan can, and does, make a lot of 
diference for blacks. An excellent exafnple regarding 
their value of private seatned note that although 
Jordan headed the Clinton Transition Team he never 
took a high-level government position, preferring in- 


Stead to Keep making millions a year in the business , 
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and the Near East side is not going to be able to go to 
a hospital” that is close by. 

The funding of hospitals -- and their ultimate life or 
death --.is more than an arcane philosophical or 
economic argument: it is often a matter of real life and 
death for those in the inner city, Inner-city hospitals 
are often the ones who bear higher costs of uncom- 
pensated care for treating the “medically indigent" -- 
working poor people who do not have health care 
benefits. They are often in.the front lines of those who 
treat trauma patients -- victims of violence on the mean 
streets 

And they are often among the largest employers 
within the inner city, both overall and especially among 
lower-skilled, lower-wage jobs that give many inner- 
city residents meaningful incomes and jab histories, 

But the services and constituency that make them 
absolutely essential to the health of inner-city com- 
munities are the very factors that make inner-city 
hospitals the easiest to cut in times of economic pres- 
sure. The inner-city hospitals often serve a poorer 
population; they are often located in poorer neighbor- 
hoods where security becomes an issue; and they 
often have an older physical plant. 

The isolation of inner-city hospitals also relates to 
the treatment of inner-city physicians. Beatty has 
sponsored legislation, House Bill 28, to prohibit HMOs 
from discriminating against Black physicians in allow- 
ing them to join plans or in payment for services. 
Beatty sponsored the legislation after receiving com- ; 
plaints from inner-city Black physicians that they had ; 
been locked out of many HMOs, or -- if they are allowed » 
to join -- receive significantly lower reimbursement for + 
providing the same services as physicians with offices » 
in suburban areas, ' 

It is unquestionable that the nation's bloated health 
care industry should be reformed. But as the example 
PHP reminds us, the diet doctors should not be treating 
the inner city hospitals and physicians as only so much 
fat L

In the June 10 issue of the 
Columbus Call and Post, there 
was a story about my son Damon 
Hughes.

Haynes, 46, earned a Ph:D. from Ohio 
State in 1975 and received an honorary 
degree from Ohio State in 1990. 

He.was assistant secretary for 
postsecondary education in the U.S. 
Department of Education from 1989-91 
and director of academic programs in the 
United States Information Agency from 
1991 until earlier this year. 

Haynes currently is senior consultant 
with the National Education Goals Panel, 
working primarily on the involvement of 
higher education, 

The panel oversees the progress 
toward the six national education goals 
for the year 2000. The goals resulted 
from the historic education summit in 
1989 with President Bush and the 
nation's governors, led then by Bill Clin- 
ton of Arkansas.. 

The goals include raising the nation's 
high schoo! graduation rate and improv- 
ing student achievement in match, 
science and other subjects 

Haynes’ work with the National 
Education Goals Panel focuses primarily 
on the fifth goal, which declares that 
“every American will be literate and will 
possess the knowledge and skills neces- 
sary to compete in a global economy and 
exercise the rights and responsibilities of 
citizenship." 

This goal encompasses the need for 
lifelong learning and the opportunity for 
retraining and learning new: skills, 
Haynes told his Columbus audience. 

Continuing education for adults may 
be the missing link thatties higher educa- 
tion to the community, he said. Univer- 
sities must be willing to go outside their 
Walls and take programs to their com- 
munities 

Universities should reward faculty and 
staff for community service, he said. Ade- 
quate daycare should be provided. In 
addition, financial aid programs should 
be restructured 

He noted that most financial aid 
programs were established in the 1950s

"Stars, why must 
I be a teenager 
in love?" 


if you have no teenage children and don't 
get to interact with anyone in that age group 
on a regular basis, | make one earnest 
promise: you will be substantially sobered by 
the first real encounter you allow yourself with 
this "demographic", as they say in the media 
business. If you are raising teenagers, ‘you 
have my deepest sympathies. 

Then again, maybe sympathy is not neces- 
sary. After all, as | have said about even 
younger children, there is so much information 
that is available to teens that was available to 
only a select few in bygone days. Teens these 
days mature in a world that appears to be 
Safer, at least on the surface, They won't have 
to fight communism in their later years, for 
example, if things continue along their present 
path. 

Because of base closings and the general 
downsizing of the whole economy, however, 
those teens who thought they could look for- 
ward to careers in the military would probably 
be better advised to look elsewhere, unless 
they intend to become highly trained in an area 
in which specialized services are needed. 

What appears to be a safer world, though, 
may be a bit deceiving for the simple reason 
that the breaking down of big power blocs, 
such as communism, is putting into the hands 
of more and more people the capacity to wreak 
havoc on the whole planet. 

Similarly, we adults have developed a high- 
ly sophisticated network of narcotics traffick- 
ing, a huge industry with which these same 
young people must contend. We adults risk 
losing it, the whole ball of wax, to the detriment 
of ourselves and not only for those that are as 
yet unborn, but for those who will follow us 
immediately into adulthood. 

My most recent Encounter With A Teenage 
Demo occurred the other day up at Ohio Wes- 
lyan University in Delaware, Ohio. The Urban 
Minority Alcoholism Outreach Program 
(UMAOP) was sponsoring a retreat for its sum- 
mer program's participants on a major college 
campus, presumably so that the teens could 
have the feel for being on a campus. Just being 
there, | will admit, can fire the imagination. 
(UMAOP sponsors the rap group “The Self 
Esteem Team.") 

Anyway, Charlene Brown, anchor/reporter 
at WSYX-TV Channel 6, and | did a workshop 
about the media business to help educate our 
participants about how they should begin 
thinking about what they see and read 
everyday. "Ask why," Brown said. "If it's not 
your parents and other people who really care 
about you, ask ‘according to whom’ when you 
read -the paper.or watch the news." 

The one thing Brown and | learned, much 
to our chagrin as news: professionals, how- 
ever, was that no one in the group reads "the 
news" in newspapers or watches “the news" 
on TV. They said, in a matter-of-fact sort of a 
way, that they were interested in sports, crime, 
obituaries, and such, But not “the news", the 
goings on around the community, around the 
worid. 

The oldest in the group was 18 years of age 
and the youngest was 14. 

The job of speaking to them got a little 
easier when we began to ask them questions 
about themselves and the kind of things they 
hear adults saying about them ona day-to-day 
basis. 

One of the teens indicated that what they 
have heard about themselves from ‘The 
Media’ by which we adults try to explain, let 
aldhe pacify the world, is that they are "A Lost 
Generation" and that they are part of the first 
generation of Americans that will have less 
than their parents had, | aered how much 
téens in the group-paid for things like tenhis 
shoes? $60-$80! | asked from where their 
money came to buy these things? Parents, 
jobs, mostly parents. But then we asked what 
the children planned to be when they grew up. 
Sure, you got your group of black boys who 
were interested in sports careers. But there 
was an encouraging number of career choices 
the group was considering. . 

Something struck me about this group of 
kids as | was driving back to. Columbus, 
though. Many of them were born during the 
late '70s and early ‘80s, or during a period of 
some of the worst inflation this country has 
seen since World War li, if not this whole 
century . 4 

It should not be surprising, | concluded, if 
they pay $60 for the pair of sneakers | would 
have hollered about paying $20 for. Not only 
won't their dollars from their jobs stretch as far 
as-mine did, their parents can't even begin to 
think about doing what my parents were able 
to do to raise us. at 

These kids will probably énd up having their 
education rationed out to them. Jobs will 
probably also be rationed out to them, as will 
water, food, and all sorts of other things we 
take for granted now. Instead of sympathizing, 
| admire these young people. For what they 
are up against, we old foggies might have just 
dug into a foxhole somewhere and laid up in it 
until we died

Adjustable rate mortgages 
may be good financing option 


Low interest rates have convinced 
many consumers that now is the time to 
begin shopping for their first home, which 
also means they will be shopping for a 
home mortgage 

An adjustable rate mortgage, or ARM, 
is-popular_because_of_its- initial interest 
rate, which is often lower than interest 
rates for fixed-rate financing 

An ARM is amortgage with an interest 
rate that changes periodically during the 
life of the loan. according to a certain 
index and time schedule 

The Initial interest rate can be in effect 
fora few-monins, .oLfeg several years, 
depending on the terms of the ARM 
When the initial interest rate period ends, 
interest is then determined on the basis 
of an index. Not all indexes are the same 


Planning necessary if you want to 


To streamline staff and reduce expen- 
ses, many companies are creating spe- 
cial early retirement plans to encourage 
employees to leave the company’s ranks 
before:reaching normal retirement age. 

Sines more companies are using 
financial inducements to make early 
retirement more attractive, you may one 
day receive such an offer, particularly if 
you are between the ages of 55 and 62. 

What should you do if an early retire- 
jment package finds:its way to.your desk? 
According to Michael R. Dickson, CPA 
and president of the Columbus Chapter 
of The Ohio Society of CPAs, evaluating 
an early retirement offer is a complicated 
process, involving important career 
decisions and financial stakes. Dickson 
offers the following advice to individuals 
faced with making the decision of 
whether or not to retire early, 

Explore offers carefully 


Companies are quick to make com- 
parisons between the early retirement 
plan they are offering you and what you 
would getif you quit or were fired. But the 
more accurate comparison 's to estimate 
the real dollar value of what the company 
is offering you. versus the value of the 
income and benefits you would receive if 
you stayed on the job until your normal 
retirement age. 4 

Unfortunately, makidg an. objective 
comparison is often complicated by the 
factthat many employees justifiably fear 
that passing up a voluntary @afly retire- 
ment offer could make them targets for 
future layoffs. 

it you have reason to believe that 
there may be an early retirement pack- 
age in your future, itis recommended that 
you take steps now to determine whether 
you can atford to retire early Begin by 
calculating your anticipated) *xpenses 


and income during your post-employ- 
ment years 

In-estimating your future income, con- 
sider the benefits you can expect to 
receive from Social Security and your 
company pension, as well as any savings 
and investments you have earmarked for 
retirement, Keep in mind that most 
retirees will need 70 to 80 percent of their 
pre-retirement salary to maintain their 
Standard of living. Of course, circumstan- 
ces vary widely and the amount of in- 
come you willeheed depends on your 
situation 

If, for example, your home mortgage 
is paid off and college tuition bills are a 
distant memory, you may be able to get 
by with less. On the other hand, if you and 
your spouse are planning trips to Europé 
during your retirement years, you may 
want to think about whether such ac- 


Generally, an index that follows long- 
term market interest rates changes tess 
frequently. which means the borrower 
has a better chance at more consistent 
interest rates.

Fortunately, then-EPA ad- 
rmnistrator William Reilly weighed 
in at a crucial moment to keep the 
project On track. The results of the 
study-were shocking. For ex- 
ample, it was détermined that 
Amoco would be required by EPA 
regulations to spend $54 million to 
reduce hydrocarbon emissions 
from its Yorktown refinery over the 
next four years, though the firm 
could achieve the same emission 
reduction in other ways for only 
$10 million 

The company would: be re- 
quired to spend $41 million to 
upgrade its waste water treatment 
plant to control benzene emis- 
sions, but it could eliminate four 
times as much benzene by spend- 
ing $4.7 million on its barge load- 
ing operations, Also, the EPA 
regulatory machinery encourages 
short-term fixes at the expense of 
long-term solutions that may be 
more cost effective

Collecting social security 

Although you can begin drawing 
Social Security benefits as early as 
age 62, the monthly benefit amount 
youreceive wiltbe about 20 percent 
lower than if you wait until you 
reach normal retirement.age. This 
reduced benefit amount compen- 
sates. for the fact that you'll be 
receiving monthly Social Security 
checks over a longer period of time 
The, benefit amount is permanent 
and doesn't increase when you 
reach age 65 


Whether you opt for early or nor- 
mal retirement, it's a good idea to 
find-out how much Social Security 
you ean count on when you retire 
You can céntact the Social Security 
Administration and ask for Form 
SSA-7004, ‘Request for Personal 
Earnings and Benefit Estimate 
Statement. Within afew weeks, you 
will receive an estimate of the 
benefits you can expect to collect 
along with a new record of your 
earnings 


Cashing in on your pension 

As a rule, reduced pension 
benefits are the price you pay for 
choosing to leave the work force 
early, But to sweeten early retire 
ment packages, employers often 
apply special terms to lessen the 
benefit reduction for those who are 
under full benefit age. In calculating 
the pension you'll receive, typically 
acompany will credit several years 
of service toward your annual 
benefit. If you're within a few years

Companies generally give you 
the choice of receiving your pension 
spread out over a period of time in 
the form of an annuity or all over a 
period of time in the form of an 
anfuity or all at once ina lump sum 
As of January 1 of this year, you can 
also choose to have your whole 
lump-sum payment,.except for your 
contributions, transferred by your 
employer directly to a special rol- 
jover-type individual-Retirement 
Account 


If you elect to receive your lump- 
sum distribution in a check, you 
should be aware that the company 
is required to withhold 20 percent 
for tax purposes. You may want to 
consult your CPA about the best 
payment option for your pension 


Planning forhealth insurance 

By law, your employer must pro- 
vide you with your company health 
insurarice coverage for at least 18 
months after retirement, whatever 
your age. This coverage is provided 
at your expense, but at company 
rates. As an early retirement incen- 
tive, Many Companies will agree to 
continue your medical coverage as 
part of the company group plan until 
you reach age 65 and are eligible 
for Medicare. Given the high cost of 
health coverage, it makes sense to 
examine your retiree health benefit 
options carefully.

Just as he ap- 
peared last year with Madden, he came 
with Mutant Football. This game, quite 
similar to Madden, had a big twist that 
grabs your attention. Mutant Football not 
only has animals, robots and unfamiliar 
monsters numbing opposing run- 
ningbacks, but the graphics are some- 
thing to die for...literally. 

As the game can be played in different 
stages, the annihilation stage is the killer. 
In the game, players loose energy and 
have to take the bench for a blow, but in 
one big swoop (BLAM!!) your reserve 
player has bit the dust. The scene, gory 
as it may be, is exciting. In the mayhem, 
heads roll, body parts explode and blood 
is everywhere. By the way, this game 
may not be suitable for kids. But in 
defense for the game, videogames such 
as X-Men, Superman and other crime 
fighting games, that kids thrive on and 
see on television, offers the same mental 
and visual display of death. 


An addition to the slayings, the video 
game offers special weapons that en- 
hances strategic thought. There is a run 
blast that your running back Carries, 
throwing bombs at the closest would-be 
tackler; and a power backpack that 
propels the offensive player in the air for 
several yards (use preferable for short 
yardage or goal line situations) 


Defensively, there is a confusion but- 
ton that renders the offense helpless to 
tacklers. There is a blackout audible that 
blacks-out the quarterbacks view of 
receivers and there is a quarterback 
smash play that literally knocks the QB 
out of the game (you will be penalized for 
unnecessary deathness, oppose to 
roughness). 


Each team is allowed to bribe the 
referee to make calls in their favor. The 
pinstripers can also be killed for such 
actions. As you may have concluded, 
violence is a major attraction to this 
game, but it also provides fun for people 
who love physical play. (My linebacker, 
Bonecrush holds the Mutant All-time high 
for five kills in a three minute-per-quarter 
pane) | can't wait to see Mutant Basket- 
ball. 


So, to all you John Madden fans (and

Football offers something different that 
everyone is bound to love. Did | mention 
that this game gives you options for two-

"The biggest thing | had to over- 
come in my life was myself," said 
Anderson, "! had to learn to take 
responsibility for my actions."
